Enrollment for the second semes-
ter at Torrance sehools showed
practically no gain over the fig-
ures, of the first half year bui
remained statiopary during the
first week of the new period. Al
the Torrance high school, 630
pupils - régistered, a gain of 51
over the first week in September.
This. number includes thope puplls
transferred at the mid-year com-
mencement from the elementary
school.
At the Torrance elementary
school a total of 953 pupils were
enrolled. Twenty-six new pupils
were enrolled in the kindergu,. a
department. Fern strect school had
a' total of 154 pupils, while the
Walteria school listed 163, a gain
of 30 pupils over last semester.
Prineipal Holliday of the Fern
street school reported 26 puplls
attending Kindergarten at this in-
stitution, and stated that since this
is the minimum number of pupils
which can be maintygined under the
requirements of the board of edu-
cation, it iy imperative that af
parents lesldlnx in the district
served by Ferh street school, who
have children of Kindcrgarten age,
should enroll them at once. Should
the number of puplls now listed
fall below the minimum, for any
Lcause; the kindergarten department
at this school would have to be
closed. A minimum enroliment of
26 with an average dally attend-
ance of 18 must be maintained.
